STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama, which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in 
extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Fob James, Jr. as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, 
Alabama State House, in Montgomery, Alabama at 12 o’clock noon on 
January 8, 1996 and do hereby designate the following subjects and mat- 
ters, which I, as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted upon 
by said Legislature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to propose an amendment to the Constitution of 
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Alabama of 1901, to provide for punitive damages in civil actions and spe- 
cific provisions governing punitive damages in the courts of this state. 


2. Legislation to amend Section 6-5-391 and 6-5-410, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, relating to wrongful death, to provide that compensatory 
damages may be recovered in civil actions for wrongful death. 


3. Legislation to amend Section 6-5-100, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to a right of action for fraud, to provide further for the right of 
action by requiring the element of reasonable reliance. 


4. Legislation to provide for mandatory mediation prior to trial 
and at any time where requested by all parties, any party, or by order of the 
court. 


5. Legislation to provide for the recovery of compensatory dam- 
ages for emotional distress and mental anguish; prohibiting the recovery by 
bystanders, witnesses, or observers, of a physical injury suffered by an- 
other; and providing that the act shall not be construed to grant or create a 
cause of action or to apply to actions of wrongful death. 


6. Legislation to create a privilege known as the “Self-Analysis 
Privilege” which allows an organization to refuse disclosure of certain in- 
formation. 


7. Legislation to amend Section 6-3-21.1, Code of Alabama, 1975, 
relating to a change or transfer of venue in civil actions, to provide that in 
exercising its discretion to transfer an action or claim the trial court may 
give plaintiff’s choice of forum a preponderance of weight greater than any 
other single factor considered alone, but shall not be required to give such 
choice great weight. 


8. Legislation to amend Rule 47 of the Alabama Rules of Civil 
Procedure, relating to the selection of jurors and alternate jurors, and to 
provide further for the selection of jurors. 


9. Legislation to amend Rule 51 of the Alabama Rules of Civil 
Procedure, relating to the instructions to the jury by the court, to require 
that a judge provide the jury with a written copy of all jury instructions to 
be included in the court’s charge. 


10. Legislation to provide further for offers of judgment prior to 
trial in the circuit courts of the state; to amend Rule 68 of the Alabama 
Rules of Civil Procedure relating to offers of judgment; to provide that an 
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offer or demand by one party to an adverse party to allow judgment to be 
taken against the offerer may be accepted within 10 days after service of the 
offer or demand or such or other period of time as the offer or demand may 
state; to provide that such an offer or demand, if not accepted within 10 
days after service thereof (if the offer is silent as to the time for which it 
shall remain open), or within any period the offer may state, shall be deemed 
to have been rejected; to require payment of certain attorneys’ fees and out- 
of-pocket expenses if last demand was greater than $50,000 or less, and if 
the offer is found to have been unreasonably rejected, then upon motion of 
the opposing party, the trial court may order reimbursement of some or all 
attorney's fees and out-of-pocket expenses; to require an order on said mo- 
tions; and to provide for an appeal. 


11. Resolution calling for promulgation of a rule by the Supreme 
Court of Alabama. 


12. Legislation providing for revisions to Alabama's laws govern- 
ing medical malpractice. 


13. Legislation providing for revisions to Alabama's laws govern- 
ing products liability. 


14. Legislation to amend the Mini-Code (Sections 5-19-1, et seq. 
of the Code of Alabama, 1975). 


15. Legislation concerning the liability of a principal for the con- 
duct of an agent. 


16. Other legislation to secure reforms in the civil justice system. 


17. Local legislation which requires consideration by the legisla- 
ture at this particular time.

agreement, consistent with a statute, regulation or attorney general’s opin- 
ion or administrative interpretation is not unconscionable; to amend and 
provide further for the prohibition against a creditor inducing a person to 
become obligated on more than one contract in order to obtain a higher 
finance charge including providing that a creditor is not obligated to main- 
tain two or more contracts and that a creditor has no liability for requiring

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. As used in this act, “state judicial office” includes the 
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offices of Chief Justice and Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, Judge 
of the Court of Criminal Appeals, Judge of the Court of Civil Appeals, 
circuit court judge, and district court judge. “State judicial office” does not 
include the office of judge of probate, municipal court judge, circuit court 
clerk, deputy circuit court clerk, or district attorney. 


Section 2. State judicial offices shall be nonpartisan and candi- 
dates for those offices shall be elected on a nonpartisan basis. 


Section 3. (a) Not later than 60 days before the date of the primary 
election as provided in Section 17-16-6, Code of Alabama 1975, any candi- 
date for a state judicial office, as defined herein, shall file a declaration of 
candidacy with the Secretary of State. A candidate for any state judicial 
office shall not designate any party affiliation in his or her declaration for 
candidacy, or in any manner relating to his or her candidacy. 


(b) Each candidate at the time of the filing shall pay to the Secre- 
tary of State a qualifying fee in an amount equal to two percent of the 
annual salary paid at the time of filing by the State of Alabama for the 
judicial office for which the candidate seeks election. Any local supple- 
ments or expense allowances which may be paid are not to be considered 
salary for purposes of calculating the two percent qualifying fee. The Sec- 
retary of State shall deposit the qualifying fee as soon as practicable to the 
State General Fund. In lieu of the filing fee required by this subsection, a 
candidate for judicial office may file an affidavit of indigence with the Sec- 
retary of State. The content of such affidavit shall be as determined by the 
Secretary of State. 


Section 4. The names of the candidates for each state judicial of- 
fice shall be listed on the ballot in alphabetical order by surname and the 
offices shall be listed in the following order: 

(1) Supreme Court. 

(2) Court of Civil Appeals. 

(3) Court of Criminal Appeals. 

(4) Circuit court. 

(5) District court. 

Section 5. Ifa state judicial office is to be filled at any election or 


primary election, the first section of the ballot shall be designated “Official 
Nonpartisan Judicial Ballot” and all state judicial offices to be filled and the 
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names of all candidates therefor shall appear on that ballot. No political 
party designation shall be included on the official nonpartisan judicial bal- 
lot. 


Section 6. In each nonpartisan primary election and run-off elec- 
tion of a state judicial office, where two or more of justices or judges are to 
be elected at the same time, each of the places shall be designated by num- 
ber on the official nonpartisan judicial ballot. Not less than 30 days before 
the time for filing declarations of candidacy for election to any state judicial 
office, the Secretary of State shall in each case designate the positions to be 
filled by consecutive number commencing with one. Each candidate for 
state judicial office shall designate in the declaration of his or her candidacy 
and in his or her request to have his or her name placed on the official 
nonpartisan judicial election ballot the number of the place for which he or 
she is acandidate. The name of each qualified candidate shall be printed on 
the official nonpartisan judicial ballot used at any election beneath the title 
of the office and the number of the place for which he or she is seeking 
election. The state judicial offices so designated shall be dealt with as sepa- 
rate offices for all election purposes and the candidates for each place shall 
be separately elected, as the case may be. No person shall be a candidate or 
be permitted to file a declaration for more than one place. No ballot shall be 
counted for any candidate except for the place and number designated in the 
declaration of his or her candidacy. 


Section 7. State judicial offices and the candidates therefor shall 
appear separately in alphabetical order by surname with place numbers 
designated where appropriate on a nonpartisan ballot in the following form:

Section 8. (a) The election for state judicial office shall be at the 
time and place provided by statute for holding first primary elections for 
nonjudicial offices. 


(b) The names of all the candidates filing declarations for state 
judicial office shall appear on the primary election ballot for the office. The 
Secretary of State shall publicly determine and declare whether any candi- 
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date for a state judicial office has received a majority of the votes cast for 
the office. If a candidate for judicial office has received a majority of the 
votes cast for the office, the candidate is elected to the office. If a candidate 
does not receive a majority of the votes cast in the initial nonpartisan elec- 
tion for a state judicial office, the Secretary of State shall determine and 
declare the two persons who received the highest number of votes in the 
initial nonpartisan election for nomination for that office. The names of the 
two persons who received the highest number of votes shall appear on the 
run-off election ballot under the designation for the office. The run-off 
election shall be held on the third Tuesday next following the primary election. 


(c) If only one person files a declaration of candidacy for a state 
judicial office, only the name of that person shall be printed on the primary 
election ballot under the designation for that office, followed by a space for 
the writing in of any other name by a voter. The Secretary of State shall 
determine and declare that the candidate who has received the highest num- 
ber of votes cast in the primary election is elected to that state judicial 
office. In all elections where there is a tie between the two candidates for 
the same state judicial office, the Chief Justice of the Alabama Supreme 
Court, or if the Chief Justice is a candidate in that election, then the senior 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court who is not a candidate in that elec- 
tion, in the presence of the Governor, shall decide the tie by lot. 


(d) The vote totals of each county as to the election for state judi- 
cial office shall be forwarded by the judge of probate to the Secretary of 
State immediately after the election. The Secretary of State shall, after 
receiving the returns of election from the judge of probate of each county, 
furnish forthwith, from a count of the actual vote cast, as it appears by the 
return certified to him or her, certificates of election to each state judicial 
office to be filled at that election.

At the bottom of the ballot and after 
the name of the last candidate shall be printed the following: “By casting 
this ballot I do pledge myself to abide by the result of this primary election 
and to aid and support all the nominees thereof in the ensuing general elec- 
tion.” Should any voter scratch out, deface or in any way mutilate, or 
change the pledge printed on the ballot, he or she shall not be considered or 
held to have repudiated or to have refused to take the pledge, but shall 
conclusively; be presumed to have scratched out, defaced, or mutilated, or 
changed the same for the sole purpose of identifying his or her ballots and, 
accordingty;-such the ballot shall be marked “spoiled ballot” and shall not 
be counted. 
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“(b) At the top of each primary section ballot and above any party 
designation, there shall also be a separate, nonpartisan judicial column 
listing all candidates seeking a state judicial office. Across the top of the 
nonpartisan judicial column in the first section of the ballot shall appear the 
words, “Official Nonpartisan Judicial Ballot.” ” 


Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama, which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in 
extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Fob James, Jr. as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, 
Alabama State House, in Montgomery, Alabama at 5 o’clock on July 17, 
1996 and do hereby designate the following subjects and matters, which I, 
as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted upon by said Leg- 
islature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to require individual voters to present certain identi- 
fication at the polls as a prerequisite to being authorized to vote; to provide 
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for the appointment of one inspector or clerk from each major political 
party at each polling place statewide; to establish uniform polling hours; to 
provide criminal penalties for violation; and to repeal Section 17-6-6 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1975. 


2. Legislation to provide for the procedure for voting by absentee 
ballots; to prohibit the counting of absentee ballots that are unwitnessed or 
unnotarized; to require individual voters to present certain identification at 
the on-site absentee polls as a prerequisite to voting; to provide for election 
officials at on-site absentee polling places; to establish on-site absentee 
uniform polling hours; to provide penalties; and to amend Sections 17-10- 
3, 17-10-4, 17-10-5, 17-10-7, 17-10-9, and 17-10-10, Code of Alabama, 
1975. 


3. Local legislation which requires consideration by the legislature 
at this particular time.

74 provides for the election of two additional elected members to the electri- 
cal utility owned by the City of Tuskegee, to be held at the same time as the 
next municipal election for the City of Tuskegee. Currently, only one elec- 
trical utility board serves the City of Tuskegee. The current board is consti- 
tuted as a public corporation pursuant to Article 9, commencing with Sec- 
tion 11-50-310, of Chapter 50 of Title 11, Code of Alabama 1975. 


The language in the first sentence of the proposed amendment reads 
in pertinent part: “Two additional persons shall be elected to the electrical 
utility owned by the City of Tuskegee at the same time that the next mayor 
and city council elections are held...” (emphasis added).

WHEREAS, current Alabama statutes are inadequate in their pro- 
vision for remedies enabling the state, through the Alabama Department of 
Public Health or other agencies, to act to prevent the development of these 
unauthorized dumps which can become nuisances menacing public health; 
and 


WHEREAS, under current law, generators of scrap tires have no 
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specific statutory duty to dispose of such tires properly and limited liability 
for improper disposal methods; and 


WHEREAS, each of our neighboring states has in place a dedi- 
cated program to ensure the proper management of scrap tires effectively 
causing Alabama to become a repository for surpluses of scrap tires from 
other jurisdictions; and 


WHEREAS, there are existing end-users who could consume the 
majority of scrap tires generated in Alabama as a raw material in manufac- 
turing or for energy production if the appropriate markets were developed; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is in the public health interest of the state, as well as 
the economic interest of the state to institute a statutory scrap tire control 
program; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby cre- 
ated the Joint Interim Legislative Committee on Scrap Tire Regulation. The 
committee shall investigate and determine the optimal course of action for 
the state to take in the control and abatement of unauthorized scrap tire 
dumps. The committee shall study the current regulatory authority of the 
Department of Public Health and the Alabama Department of Environmen- 
tal Management for the safe handling and processing of scrap tires and 
shall recommend additional necessary legislative, administrative, or other 
measures to address identified problems. 


The committee shall be composed of three members of each house 
of the Legislature to be appointed by the presiding officer of each respective 
house, the State Health Officer, the Director of the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management, a member appointed by the Speaker of the 
House representing the Business Council of Alabama, a member appointed 
by the Speaker of the House representing a business, firm, or entity which 
is currently involved in the end-use disposal of tires, a member appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor representing the Tire Retailers Association and 
a member appointed by the Lieutenant Governor representing consumers. 
The chair and vice chair of the committee shall be elected at the first meet- 
ing by the members of the committee. 


The Department of Public Health and the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management are requested to serve the committee as the 
official regulatory agencies to provide information on the current status of 
legislation and administrative rules governing tire processing. 
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The committee shall report its findings, conclusions, and recom- 
mendations to the Legislature not later than the fifth legislative day of the 
1997 Regular Session, whereupon, the committee shall stand dissolved and 
discharged of any further duties and responsibilities. 


Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his or her regular 
legislative compensation, his or her per diem, and travel expenses for each 
day he or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of 
any funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn 
on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the com- 
mittee.
